Registered Nurse
The local woman, a former 

registered nurse who worked 
in a children's ward, told the 
jury she made every effort to 
save the life of (be Wilming­
ton divorcee, who was the 
mother of four children.

Mrg. Young, died the morn­ 
ing of March 31, aftwr spendr 
ing the night there. According 
to Mrg. Strong, th» woman 
complained of effect* of a ml§ 
carriage.

A medical examiner testified 
the woman's death was caused 
by performance of an incom­ 
plete abortion. A contributing 
factor was a cardiac condition, 
he said.

Asked for Loan 
Mrs. Strong testified that 

Mrs. Young had informed her 
early in January that she was 
pregnant and later asked for a 
loan of $300 for half payment 
of an abortion.

Mrs. Strong told the jury she 
refused to make the loan be­ 
cause she did not have the 
money. She also testified she 
had no direct knowledge as (o 
whether an abortion actually 
had been performed. 

Calls Police

to the Strong house March 31, 
along with an ambulance. The 
doctor, who examined the vic- 
:ime at 9:30 a.m., said Mrs. 
Young appeared to have been 
dead for two hours.

Mrs. Strong told detectives 
she heard a thump, and rushed 
nto Mrs. Young's bedroom and 
found (he divorcee lying on 
he floor. She said she (hen

Friday, Mrs. Strong was held 
on $5000 bail and was taken 
back to Los Angeles County 
jail.
